(PRIMEVAL WORSHIP IN CHINA. 


LECTURE BY MB, J..DYRR BALL. 

Mr. J. Dyor Ball last evening Jectared at the 
Y.M.C.A. rooms on “the primeval conception 
of God in Chins, and the primitive religions of 
the Chinese.” He said thot the Chinese 
language in its hioroglyphio charactors afforded 
not a fow pictures of thé dead past. Dr. Loggo, 
Jato. professor of Chineso at Oxford, aod 
for many years 4 residont at Hougkong, hnd 
quarried out several of the primitive iftens of tha 
Chiztoso on. sich matters. By, these churactors 
it. was discovered that tho ancient Chi- 
neso bad ideas of a spiritual be'ng and of 
nature worship, “‘I'hen a fear of the dead led ta 
worship, , Tho carly Chinese were very mixod 
in their idens. Monothwistic in the b-lief of 
oug supreme ruler, hut ~ulso polytheistio to a 


-} eortain extent, for, below this Supr me Ruler, 


were a host ‘«f spirits which wero also wor- 
shipped. Tho idea which tho ‘Chinesp mind 
had perhups always hold was thi t ofa hierarchy, 
presided over in their. earlier conceptions by 
ovo head with numerous subordinate ranks of 
exocutive officers, or administrators of the 
difforent brenches: of the. universe ; ond 
worship, descriled a on inferior worship, bas 
boon paid to them all. . 

A thousand years possod away fiom this 
prehistoric period (Fn-hsi), and but little was 
known of what occurred during the interval. Ono 
thing might be predicted of it :-—thot worship 
solidified into mothods of porforming it. The 
worship of tho Supreme Ruler was practically 
restricted to the Emperor, along with the 
worship of, hia ancestors and other objects of 
adoration; tho ‘common people had that of 
their sucdst: ranod ty this added hosts of spirits 
and idols'and other objects. Worship occnpid 
® curious position. for, with slight exceptions, 


‘| tho adoration o th’s sovereign boing was only 


porformed by the Emperor himself. It was o 
state religion, high aboya that of the common 
peoplo, In striking contrast to other classical 
notions of antiquity, the Chineso had been a 
puro natin as for as their religion was’ con- 
corned. 

Buddhism had a great influence on Chineso 
lifo, customs and religion since its- uppearance 
in China shortly after the Christian era. 

The Chinose dragon had doubtless its origin 
in ono. or somo of the zoological monaters 
of ‘by-gono ages. In“the present day it 
seomed to be mixed up with serpents, and 
even emall snakes. A small templo in 
Chao-ebao-fu, 35 miles from Swatow, had 
ae snake kept in it, At the present time, 
when a small snake was caught in ariver it was 
Worshippéd as the rain-sesding dragon, and high 
officials usked fora rocognition of it by the 
throne, . 

Smcoth round stones were often placed at the 
foot ofa banyan treo and worshipped, Ina 
smal! shrine in a shop noar tho police station at 
Youmati a number of these atones could be seen. 
It was suggested that tho adoration of stoves 
had aren from the ancient worship of 
mountuius ond hills, 

‘There was no doubt that for two thou- 
sand years many fautustic ond gross 
superstitions had born growing in China when 


| Confucius . appeared on the stave, It was 


wguinst these ihat Confucius said “Reapeot the 
spirits -but keep slvof from them.”' His idea 
was that superstition was best combatted by 
taking no notice of it. 

Notwithstanding the advent of Buddhism. 
with its atheistical originality in its concop- 
tions; of Taoism, with its originsl systom -of 
philosophy ; and of Confucianism, the founder 
of which admitted that he knew nothing of the 
fotara—tho old world cult, ancestor worship, 
had held its own dnd grown stronger sod more 
binding on the masses of the people than in 
bygono days,”
